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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS’ 


February if 1946 
To the School Board and Citizens of Ossipee: 


The last district meeting instructed the school 
officials to study the Ossipee educational facilities and 
report in 1946.- The following items are the result 
of the study. 

1. Consideration needs to be given to the possi- 
bility of broadening the program of studies in the high 
school. Such courses as typing, mechanic arts and 
home economies offer valuable opportunities for many 
high school pupils. 

2. It may become desirable to organize a six year 
high school. This would include grades 7 and 8 with 
the upper four grades. This might offer the possi- 
bility of broadening the educational offerings without 
increasing the cost to the taxpayer so much as 
otherwise would be necessary. 

3. The district is in a position to consider giving 
all elementary boys and girls the benefit of a 
centralized school... A committee might be selected 
to work with the school board in planning such a 
building program. The districts that have plans 
ready will be the first to receive Federal building 
assistance when the proposals in President Truman’s 
message of last month become law. 

Only a part of the money appropriated last March 
has been used for recreational improvements. If help 
is available you may want to have the baseball field 
plowed, harrowed, seeded and rolled. Loam should 
be put on the infield in order to get the best grass 
playing surface and to provide drainage. 

High school teachers have returned from the 
services and should be available for the year 1946- 
1947. It appears that there will be too few 
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elementary teachers to keep all of those schools open 
next year.
